Listen to Blaine on the Southern 
bulldosing. ‘‘The eleven states that 
formed the Confederate government 
have, by the last census, a population 
et 9,500,000, of which, in round num- 
bers,5,500,000 were whites and 4,000,- 
000 colored. On this aggregate pop- 
Alation seventy-three representatives 
in congress were apportioned to these 
states, forty-two or forty-three of 
which were by reason of the white 
population , and thirty or thirty-one 
by reason of the colored population. 
At the récent elections the white 
Democracy of the Southseized seventy 
. ef the seventy-three districts, and thus 
secured a Democratic majorty in the 
house of representatives. Thus it ap- 
pears that. throughout the states that 
formed the Confederate government 
55,000 whites—the very people that 
rebelled against the Union—are en- 
abled to elect representatives in con- 
' gress, while in the loyal states it re- 
quires 132,000 white people that 
fought for the Union to elect repre- 
tatives. In levying every tax, there- 
fore, in making every appropriation of 
money, in fixing every line of public 
policy, in declaring what shall he the 
fare and fertune of the Republic the 
Confederate soldier South is enabled 
to cast a vote that is twice as power- 
ful and twice as influential as the vote 
ef the Union soldier North.”

Landry was rich 
and the landlord of the family. If 
guilty, as the suicidal act weuld show, 
blowing out his brains was a remarka- 
ble bit of timely decency. The San 
Francisco papers speak very respect- 
fully of the deceased. He was worth 
a great deal of money.

It proposes that 
on Washington’s birthday, polls be 
opened throughout California, Oregon 
and Nevada, and that voters \record 
their positien by voting yes orflo. It 
thinks that the\immense majoity 
rolled up‘in the negative would have 
the effect of impressing congress with 
the unan'mity ofthe residents against 
further additions from the Celestial 
wave. A good idea, but hardly prac- 
ticable, ag it would be almost impossi- 
ble toget the people to act in concert 
— Hureka Leader.

Letit be done 
at once.”

The remains 
after being cut down were placed in a 
rude pine coffin, but permission to 
bury them in the city cemetery was 
refused, consequently they were de- 
posited outside of the ence. Hudson 
killed Livergood on account ‘af 
latter having ordered him sent to the 
guard house for drunkenness, thecom- 
pany being stationed at Chico at the 
time. After his release from custody 
Hudson called at Livergood’s tent, ask- 
ed him to come out and on doing 80 
shot him dead in the presence of his 
wife and child. The party who made 
the noose in the rope identified the 
knot and remains this morning, conse- 
quently the coroner will hold no in 


quest.

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_ A Tyranical Mexican Governor. 


City OF Mexico, Dec. 7.—The 
newly elected governor of the state of 
Jalisco, Senor Riestra, a firm partisan 
of Vallarte, has decreed an extraordi- 
nary tax of 1 per cent, on all real es- 
tate and capital. Thisis in addition 
to the regular onerous taxes. Con. 
vinced of the injustice and hardship 
of this tax, the merchants of Guadaia- 

- jara and other towns in the state tele- 
graphed president naz their protest, 
and asked for protection from the gen- 
eral government. No answer to this 
appeal has been received, however, 
and when this tax was being collected 
all who protested against it were at 
once imprisoned by Governor Riestra. 
The merchants who had signed the 
telegram to the President were all in- 
prisoned without delay. On the 
evening of the 3d irmatant the people 
of Guadalajara held a mass meeting 
on the public square to protest against 
the outrageous preceedings. The in- 
tolerate governor, te convince the peo- 
ple of Guadalajara that they had no 
rights whatever, either to held mass 
meetings or te protest any act of his, 

ordered a detachment of troops out of 
the government palace. These troops 
drew up ina line, and, without the 
slightest warving, fired upon the peo- 
ple, killing several preminent mer- 
chants. It is reported that one of the 
slain was au English citizen. 
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Deadly Encounter with Meonshiners. 


New York, Dec. 18.— A dispatch 
to the World from Nashville, Tenn., 
says: Last Friday afternoon a terrible 
fight occurred, near the line ot Over- 
ton and Fentress counties, between 
the revenue forces, under the leader- 
ship of Captain Davis, and Moon- 
shiners under the command of the 
famous outlaw, Campbell Morgan, in 
which five or six of the former @od an 
equal number of the latter were killed, 
besides several on both sides wound- 
ed. Captain Davis had about forty 
men with him, while itis believed 
Morgan “Lad fifty or sixty. The Moon 
shiners attacked the revenue party 
from behind a bluff located on the 
hill above the yalley in which the 
raiders were atationed. The tight oc- 
curred about sundown and lasted 
until after dark. The raiders shot at 
the distillers from behind trees and 
stumps, and the distillera would neither 
allow the revenue men to retreat or 
advance. The fight was resumed early 
the next mornoiag, but nothing is 
known of the result,

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THE STATE PRISON.

A Gazette Reporter’s Suaday Visit to 


the Penitentiary. 


—— 


A GAZETTE reporter visited the 
state prison at Carson on Sunday and 
was shown through the dreary pen by 
Captain Matheson. There are about 
175 prisoners in the place, which is 
kept as neat and clean as a man-of- 
war. There are locks and _ barred 
iron gates at every turn through the 
stone corridors and by these and 
other precautions fifteen guards have 
perfect control of the army of con- 
victs. The wall of the yard is mainly 
formed of the face of the quarry, 
where a large force is worked. It 
would be a matter of no difficulty to 
climb to the top of the hill, but the 
guards up there with Henry rifles add 
an insuperable difficulty to the ascent. 
The boot and shoe shop is a large es- 
tablishment supplied with all the 
latest machinery. Between 60 and 
70 men are kept employed. 

ONE PRISONER. 

It being Sunday nobody was obliged 

to work, but the reporter noticed ene 


man in the great empty shop sitting 


on his low bench laboring away asif 


his life depended upon it. He was a 


very small man, not bigger than a 
boy of twelve, and as he held his face 
down over the coarse shoe be was 
stitching, his dry, coloriess hair hung 
ever his cheeks, preventing any view 
of his features. He was thin and 
wasted and hollow-chested, and his 
eager, busy hands were Very tremu- 
lous. He never lookgd up as the 
Captain and visitor paused beside him, 
but toiled on like a rickety machine. 

‘‘Working for punishment?” asked 
the reporter as they passed en. 

“No,” said the Captain, picking up 
& particularly fancy shoe to exhibit 
it, ‘‘he’d rather w ork than loaf areund 
with nothing todo. Plenty of them 
are that way. Now this isas pretty a 
shoe as you il sce anywhere.” 

“What did he do? ” 

‘Who?’ 

The reporter indicated the feverish 
little laborer with his thumb. 

“Oh; wife murder, [ think. We 
make seventy different kinds of boots 
and shoes here.” 

‘‘Drove the poor devil to it, per- 
haps,” suggested the sympathetic re- 
porter. | 

‘“‘Don’t know,’ said the captain. 
not unkindly at all, but with the in- 
difference that ever comes of usage. 

In passing through acorridor the 
reporter noticed a heavy iron grating 
let into the stone flagging of the 
floor.

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THE NORTHERN MAIL. 


Daily Service Needed—The Advantages 
Reno Would Derive. 


The people ta the north of us are 
demanding a daily instead of a tri- 
weekly mail service. It is not only for 
the sake of the mail that the people 
desire this. The inhabitants of Goose 
Lake valley and northward in Drew’s 
valley, and. in ihe neighborhood of Chi- 
wancan, Silver and Summer lakes, do 
their freighting by the way of the 
road to Redding, a distance.of about 
230 miles, ‘where the California and 
Oregon railroad is tapped. During 
the winter this road 1s impassable and 


Reno is the easiest point to reach the 
railroad. The mountains between 
Surprise valley make communication 
with Fert Bidwell and the Reno road 
difficult. Only the lightest loads can 
be hauled through Lassen pass. IPfa 
daily mail service were put on, the 
proprietors of the stage line between 
here and Bidwell would engage to con- 
struct a road through the pass, New 
the mail is carried through there on 
horsebsck, The read would be enly 
eleven miles long, and could be con- 
structed on an easy grade at a cost of 
xnbout only a $1000. The line now 
runs direct to Bidwell, thence it re- 
turns toa pointe about five miles be- 
low, an’ Surprise valley where 
oad branches olf through the pass to 
Will wo ranch.

Were the road built through the 
pass Rene would have an advantage 
ef half a cent per pound after the 
higher railroad charge had been paid, 
and the road remains open the year 
round, These are advantages in 
Reno’s favor which Redding could 
not overcome. Itis only within the 
past few months that the mail has 
been*servel by way of Reno. Pre- 
viously it was delivered by the way of 
Redding, and frequently a month or 
six weeks would pass between mails 
because of the impassable céndition of 
the roads. Dr. W. H. Patterson,. of 
Cedarville, who has parchased an in 
terest in the stage line with Mr. Cal- 
derwood, 
the people of Surprise valley amd. on 
the other side of the mountains will 
subseribe liberally toward the con- 
struction of the read. A daily mail 
is really needed, aside from any bus- 
iness Consideration. The amount of 
postal matter carried is larger than 
that hauled on any tri-weekly route 
in California.

‘This is a new way of dealing with 
offenders of this class, and one which 
promises to be far more effective than 
prosecuting them under the state 
laws. Heretofore persons accused of

In March, 1861, the confederate 
congress adopted the se-called stars 
and bars flag, composed of three hori- 


zontal bars of equal width, the middle 


one white, the others red, with a blue 
union containing nine stars in white 
arranged in acircle. The resemblance 
ef this to the stars and stripes often 
led to confusion, and in September of 
that yeara battle-flag was adopted, 
which hada red field charged with a 
blue saltier with a narrow border of 
white, on which were displayed thir- 
teen white stars. In 1863 the ‘‘stars 
and bars” flag wassupplanted bya flag 
with a white field, having the battle- 
flag feraunion. This flag was found 
to be deficient in service, it being liable 
to be mistaken fora flag of truce, and 
Febuary 4, 1865,the otder half of the 
field beyond the union was covered 
with a vertical red bare. This was the 
last flag of the confederacy.

Emyloyment of Labor 
Works. 


WasHIncTon, Dec. 17.—Following 
is the textof the bill introduced by 
Senatur Grover, to regulate the em- 
ployment of labor on public works: 
Be it enacted, etc., that in the con- 
struction and repairs of all ferts and 
fortifications, canals and docks,and all 
improvements of rivers and harbors, 
and al! other public works of the 
United States, no person shall be em- 
ployed ia tke labor thereon who shall 
uot at the time of hie employment be 
a citizen of the Uuited States, or who 
shall not have declared bis. intention 
te become a citizen thereof; and in 


in any such work shall employ any 
labor not authorized by this act, he 
shall forteit all meney paid or con- 
tracted to be paid for such labor and 
the amount thereof shall be withheld 
from any sum due or. payable on ac- 
count of such public works. The bill 
was, on Grover’s motion, referred to 
the committee on commerce.
